“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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Redemption Rights

HE Bible deals with two great 
thoughts; namely, sin and re- 
demption. Regeneration, justi- 
fication, resurrection, etc., are 
all benefits of the redemption 
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plan. 


There are three Greek words translated 
“redeem” in the New Testament. One 
means “to go into the market place and 
buy a captive,” another means “to bring 
out of the market place that which has 
been bought,” and the third means “to 
set free.” Our English word “redemp- 
tion” means “the act of buying back 
from slavery or death by payment of a 


} price.” It carries the idea of substitution. 


Thus Christ became our substitute and 
procured our redemption. 


Potentially, everyone is redeemed, that 
is, redemption is for everyone; whoso- 
ever will “may be redeemed.” Neverthe- 
less only those who are united to Christ 
through faith are actually redeemed. 
Hence, Christ is the Redeemer of all men, 
potentially, 1 Tim. 1:15; 2:6; of believers 
alone, effectually (1 Tim. 4:10). Man’s 
will places him in one class or the other; 
he may will to be lost or he may will to 
be saved. May every child of Adam bear 
in mind that it is the will of God that all 
men should be saved, 2 Peter 3:9. Yet He 
will never force anyone to serve Him; no 
conscripts among the redeemed of the 
Lord. It is either wholehearted service or 
none at all. 


There are three great words in Scrip- 
ture which show the redemption rights of 
the unsaved, “save,” “‘redeem” and “‘de- 
liver.” Men need to find out what the 
Bible teaches concerning their salvation, 
redemption, and deliverance; that is, what 
they can be saved from, redeemed from, 
and delivered from, and trust God 
through Jesus to make these experiences 
real in their lives as individuals. 

We have briefly stated the redemption 
rights of the unsaved and will now deal 
with some rights and privileges of the re- 
deemed. 

Just as citizens of the United States or 
Canada have certain rights granted to 
them; even so God grants His citizens 
privileges which are unknown to aliens. 
Therefore it becomes the duty of every 
child of God to study the immutable 
Word; become acquainted with their 
rights and without procrastinating or 
teasing claim their rights through Jesus. 

One of these rights, according to John, 
is victory over the world. Many, especial- 
ly in these days, are allowing themselves 
to be caught in the snare of worldliness 
and finally wake up only to realize that 
their victory is gone and that they are far 
from God. Redeemed soul, it is your 
birthright to be victor over the world. 

Listen to John, “This is the victory 
that overcometh the world, even over 
faith.” Yes, overcometh. We can be over- 
comers through Jesus. It is our faith in 
Him that brings the victory. Just believe 


God and prove your faith in Him by 
bearing the fruits of the Spirit. Keep the 
victory and go through. 


Another right, according to Peter, is 
“that we never fall if we obey the 
gospel,” 2 Peter 1:10. Paul, in the eighth 
chapter of Romans (that masterpiece) 
heralds to us the glorious fact that there 
is absolutely no separation from the flesh 
where there is condemnation. May God 
help us to see that we need never fall and 
that if we do fall, through weakness, we 
may come back through our advocate, 
Jesus Christ. The Holy Spirit is anxiously 
waiting to take us by the hand and guide 
us. May we accept this divine guidance 
over life’s treacherous sea and in the end 
make a safe landing on the shores of home 
sweet home. 


Someone perhaps will say, “I know that 
we shouldn’t fall but the temptations I 
have are too great.” This is the voice of 
Satan seeking to thwart the plan of God. 
Hear Paul say, “There is no temptation 
too great for God’s grace,” 1 Cor. 10:13. 
There is always a way of escape. What a 
glorious promise! Temptations may come 
but they will be overcome if we will re- 
sist the devil and draw nigh to God. 

Further, we are informed by Paul that 
it is the privilege and duty of all Chris- 
tians to live a sanctified life. Praise God: 
It thrills my soul to know that we can 
be made holy and kept holy if we will. I 
shall not endeavor to explain sanctifica- 
tion here but will endeavor to remind the 
readers that they can live a holy life. If 
we are having trouble with the old nature 
and not gaining much ground, let us take 
Paul’s advice given in Rom. 6:13,

Everything now existing or has existed 
had a beginning or starting point or place. 
This is true of the present system in gen- 
eral use in the Sunday School and Young 
People’s Endeavor of The Church of God. 


After the closing of the 1932 General 
Assembly, Rev. E. Haynes, then state 
overseer of Ohio, appointed Rev. J. D. 
Wilson as Ohio state Sunday School su- 
perintendent. Brother Wilson at this time 
was pastor at Middletown, Ohio. Upon 
and with this appointment came a burden 
for Ohio Sunday School work, also a 
vision of the then existing condition and 
of the future opportunities. Brother Wil- 
son at once wanted to do something for 
the betterment of the Sunday School work 
of his state. Knowing of his limited ex- 
perience in Sunday School work and it be- 
ing his first time to be serving as state 
Sunday School superintendent, together 
with the feeling of the need of some help, 
he decided, after prayer and considera- 
tion, to wait until the Middletown dis- 
trict convention and ask Brother Haynes 
to give him a committee on Sunday 
School interest to help work out some- 
thing worth while for better and bigger 
Sunday Schools in the state. 


The Middletown, Ohio district conven- 
tion convened at Middletown in _ the 
spring of 1933. At this convention Broth- 
er Wilson asked for the above committee 
and it was granted by the state overseer. 
Brother Wilson was given the privilege to 
name those whom he wished to serve with 
him on this committee. He chose four 
brethren to serve with him on the Sun- 
day School committee. 


It was after the night session had closed 
that the above committee met in Brother 
J. D. Wilson’s front room and entered in- 
to the task before them. Here this com- 
mittee bowed before God in prayer, plead- 
ing and asking Him to direct them into 
something that would meet the needs of 
Sunday School work. Counselling together 
and praying as God directed them, they 
drew up several recommendations to be 
presented to the convention. It was near 
break of day when this committee com- 
pleted its task. 


Their recommendations were read and 
discussed in this convention and were 
unanimously adopted. Their recommenda- 
tions contained all that we had at that 
time in our Minutes on Sunday School in- 
terest, but not one time during the fram- 
ing of the recommendations did this com- 
mittee use or mention that which the 
Minutes contained. This was brought out 
in the convention discussion and examin- 
ing of the Minutes. This is sufficient 
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proof that God was directing this com- 
mittee in what they were doing and that 
which they did. But this committee went 
far beyond anything that then existed in 
the Sunday School work. 


It was in the spring of 1933 in Brother 
J. D. Wilson’s front room at Middletown, 
Ohio in the late hour of night (early 
morning) under the hand of God, the 
Holy Ghost directing this committee of 
five, that there was born the present sys- 
tem that is nationally being used by The 
Church of God Sunday School and Y. P. 
E. So is the place, time, and beginning of 
this present excellent system. Though 
small in its beginning yet today it has 
covered the globe as The Church of God 
has gone the world around. That which 
God is in in the beginning, let it be ever 
so small, it will grow. 


Your writer was one member of the 
above committee and, indeed, I am very 
happy to have had this privilege and to 
know that God was with us, also to be 
living now to see that our labor wasn’t in 
vain but became a reality in so short a 
period of time. 


I am happy, oh so ‘happy, to have 
Brother J. D. Wilson working with us in 
Tennessee this year and I feel sure as we 
labor together in that which we had a 
part in its beginning and in a measure at 
least responsible for its existence today in 
The Church of God, you can expect the 
state of Tennessee Sunday School and Y. 
P. E. work to be placed on a sure and 
solid foundation and that it will progress 
by leaps and bounds. Already so early 
after the Assembly this fact is true. 


We are indeed glad for you every- 
where to share in this present excellent 
systematically and well organized Sunday 
School and Y. P. E. work that Brother J. 
H. Walker has worked so hard and faith- 
fully to put the finishing touches on un- 
til now we have an airtight system, if 
properly carried out, that lets us know 
just what we are doing and what we are 
not doing. In the face of the fact that 
much time and money is being spent by 
us officials, with the great volume of 
prayer sent up daily by officials, I honest- 
ly believe you can look in the future near 
at hand and see a great ingathering of 
souls through the Sunday School and Y.

Wt recently listened to a discourse giv- 
en by a noted Christian Jew, in 
which the speaker was endeavoring to prove 
that Jesus Christ was a Jew and for this reason the Jews should 
have that special honor accorded them as giving to the world 
Jesus. His message was very convincing and withal educational, 
but was lacking in the presentment of Jesus as the Christ, the 
Son of God. 

Before us we have another dis- 
course by a Christian Jewish evan- 
gelist on the subject of “What 
Think Ye of Jesus Christ?” In this 
discourse he undertakes to prove by 
the Word of God, beginning in 
Genesis, that Jesus the Jew is the 
Christ, the Son of God. His argu- 
ment, supported by scriptures 
throughout the Old and New Tes- 
taments, is very forceful that Jesus 
is not only a Jew but that He was 
and is the Son of God, that He is 
coeternal with the Father. What a 
wonderful, wonderful thought, and 
yet, this is the gospel that the Jew 
needs to know. Just because Jesus 
was a Jew makes Him no better 
than other men because there are 
Jewish apostates, and Jewish rene- 
gades, and Jewish malefactors, just the same as there are Gen- 
tiles of low character, so it is not the fact that Jesus was a Jew 
that makes Him outstanding, but that He was Christ, the Son 
of God, and the very fact that the Messiah should come from 
the Jewish race and that He did come from the Jewish or He- 
brew is a fact that makes that race outstanding. They have 
been and are a chosen people and God is wooing them back to 
Him, but they, too, must come to Him through the great 
Mediator, His Son.

recently listened with interest to a 
discussion of the terms “converted” 

and “born again.” ‘To be sure it is true that 
Jesus used both of these terms with reference to man’s align- 
ment with Christianity. The word “convert” means to change 
or turn into another substance or form as to convert gases into 
water, or water into ice, or iron into steel. It may also mean to 
change from one state to another as to convert barren wastes 
into fruitful fields, or rude savages into civilized men. But since

it covers so much territory it is far less specific than the term 
“born again.” One might be converted from a Christian to a 
Mohammedan, from an Italian to an American, etc., but to be 
“born again,” as used by our Lord in His conversation, John 
3:3, 5, 7, means only one thing, that is, a complete change of 
heart. One can have this experience of being born again with- 
out being converted from his race or from his nationality or 
from his otherwise literal position. 


It has been said that the Jew does not want to be converted, 
that he wants to remain a Jew, and who could blame him? Yet, 
when we think of the Christian religion with its acceptance, 
not as converting a man nationally but only as a spiritual birth, 
we realize that the Jew does not have to be converted, that is, 
he does not have to lose his status as a Hebrew but he can be 
a redeemed Hebrew, he can be born again and still be a Jew. 
So then we think of the words we heard quoted by the Rev. 
Frederick Aston, “Jesus said, “Ye must be born again,’ and that 
is good enough for me.” It is perhaps the best definition of the 
status of the true believer in Jesus Christ, as the Apostle Peter 
put it in 1 Peter 1:23, “Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed but of incorruptible, by the word of God, which liveth 


and abideth for ever.” 
Superficiality b dorsi is there that is superficial about 


religion? This is a timely question. 
Many would say that shouting, jumping, rejoicing, speaking in 
other tongues, etc., are all superficial, but what do they mean 
by superficial? It is plain and simple. They think that this 
denotes a shallowness of religion, not deep-seated, not profound, 
not according to knowledge, but 
shallow and flimsy. However, this 
is directly opposite to that which is 
shown by the historic records of 
Holy Writ. The happening on the 
day of Pentecost which produced 
shouts, praises, speaking in tongues, 
and caused those who had received 
the baptism with the Holy Ghost to 
act in a way which caused some to 
think they were drunk, was certain- 
ly far from being superficial. The 
depth of it is explained in Acts 2: 
4, “And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost.” There can cer- 
tainly be nothing superficial about 
a filling for that is as deep-seated 
as one could expect, then if the ex- 
perience is not superficial the man- 
ifestations of that experience are 
not superficial. It must be admitted 
that shouts which are worked up, or demonstrations that are 
put on, are superficial but manifestations of the power of God 
come from a deep-seated cause.

Superficiality in religion is a Sunday religion, a religion of 
form and ordinances and ritualism, a religion that is altogether 
put on as one puts on a Sunday suit, but does not come from 
a change of the heart. It is usually demonstrated by long-faced- 
ness and particular reverence for church houses and furniture, 
with a lack of reverence of God when away from the church 
oe or the presence of those in charge of the church and its 
affairs. 


There is nothing in the Word of God to justify superficiality, 
either in form of worship, observance of rituals, bodily contor- 
tions or otherwise, but it certainly remains that the true, born- 
again experience will produce spentaneous outbursts of joy and 
gladness which come from a deep-seated cause and belong to 
the old time religion. The difference in the superficial and the 
real is that the one is put on and the other is from an infilling.

Question: Is Zion spoken of in 2 Sam. 
5:6-8 Church of God?—E. S. 

Answer: No, the Zion spoken of in the 
passage cited is that particular mountain 
and a city which was built upon it and in- 
habited by the Jebusites when David took 
it and set up his capital there. It has no 
connection with the Church of God. 

Question: Please explain Matt. 3:2, the 
kingdom of heaven; Matt. 6:33, the king- 
dom of God, and Col. 1:13, the kingdom 
of His dear Son. Are these thrée kingdoms 
one kingdom?—S. C. E. ~ 

Answer: Matt. 3:2, “Repent ye, for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand.” 'This ex- 
pression is given because that heaven’s © 
King had come to receive His kingdom, 
hence the kingdom of heaven was at hand 
because heaven’s King was there, though 
the kingdom was not set up but deferred 
because He was rejected. 

Matt. 6:33, “Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God.” This merely means that man 
should forget about earthly things and 
seek those things which pertain to God 
and godliness, and if he would do so God 
would add to him the necessary natural 
things. 

Col. 1:13. “The kingdom of his dear 
Son.” In this instance Paul refers speci- 
fically to the spiritual kingdom of Jesus 
Christ and not anything earthly, the citi- 
zenship of which was made by a trans- 
lation by the Father. The expressions 
“kingdom of God” and “kingdom of 
heaven” are interchangeable in many 
places in the Bible. In some places, how- 
ever, they refer to the millennium; in 
other places they refer to that spiritual 
dominion into which we come by the new 


birth. 


Question: We believe that man is a 
threefold being, spirit, soul, and body. 
At death the body goes to earth and the 
spirit back to God, but where does the 
soul go?—Mrs. B. S. 

Answer: The body is the material part 
of man. The spirit is the breath which 
God breathes into man. After the spirit 
and body were united, the soul came into 
being.

The soul is the man 
himself and where he goes depends entire- 
ly on how he lives.

Rejoice with us, because of the wonder- 
ful things which the Lord is doing here in 
our midst. It has been about three months 
since our missionaries went on furlough 
and we are glad to report that the revival 
continues; within this short period one 
hundred nineteen believers have followed 
the Lord through baptism in water, and 
the future also has a bright outlook, praise 
God. 

After the departure of our dear mis- 
sionaries from India, the brethren held 
tarrying meetings at various centers, to 
pray especially for the safe voyage of 
Brother and Sister Cook and for a fresh 
enduement of power and zeal to carry on 
the WORK in their absence. The blessing 
came but with it there also came fierce 
Opposition in some of these centers. 

Thuvayoor, one of the oldest out-sta- 
tions, twenty-one miles from headquar- 
ters, in the midst of a strong Hindu com- 
munity, suffered much through great per- 
secution. A rich Hindu was the instiga- 
tor. After much prevailing prayer in the 
church, the Spirit of God began to move 
among His people there and shouts of joy 
went forth from the camp. This aroused 
the enemy to opposition. One brother, 
while on his way home from meeting, was 
taken, kicked and severely beaten. He was 
later found unconscious lying on the road. 
They intended to kill the pastor and the 
officers of this church, but the Lord 
knows how to care for His own. 

After this persecution, the brethren re- 
turned to the church and with great cry- 
ing presented their case before the heaven- 
ly throne. The rich Hindu who was the 
instigator of all this trouble owned an ele- 
phant which was worth about $700.00 
and not long after this trouble, the ele- 
phant died suddenly. The result of the 
tarrying meetings in Thuvayoor was 
that thirteen were baptized with the Holy 
Spirit and the saints were revived, praise 
the Lord. 

At out-station Kalliserry, a branch of 
the Mt. Zion church, tarrying meetings 
were also started. Although at first there 
seemed to be no response to prayers, they 
were not discouraged but continued pray-

ing. The second week the Spirit began 
to manifest Himself and things began to 
happen. Souls were saved, backsliders re- 
turned to the fold and some were filled 
with the Holy Spirit. When the Lord is 
working, who can stop Him? Sometimes 
the meetings would go on till midnight. 
Here, too, opposition arose, three men 
came, used very vile language and as- 
saulted the pastor. Another brother who 
was on his way to the méeting was also 
assaulted. In the scuffle at the church one 
of the toughs tried to pull down the lamp, 
but his aim was frustrated by the quick 
action of one brother. Though the breth- 
ren were beaten up, they encouraged 
themselves by praising the Lord. They 
rejoiced that they had the chance to bear 
a little suffering for the Lord and for the 
sake of the gospel. After the departure of 
the ruffians, prayer continued and two 
seekers were baptized with the Holy 
Spirit. 

While this was going on in the church, 
one of our evangelists, Brother Daniel, 
while on his way to the meeting, was 
bitten by a snake, which, by being stepped 
on, coiled itself around his foot. Daniel 
shook it off and after the brethren prayed, 
he was better and even preached a good 
message that night. As a result of those 
meetings, five followed the Lord in water 
baptism and the saints were encouraged. 


About a week after the opposition in 
Kalliserry, the ring-leader in the affair 
came to the Wednesday night service and 
asked forgiveness for all that he had done. 
He is an ex-soldier, therefore daring, and 
is wanted by the police. He is in hiding, 
getting food on demand. It is said that he 
lives in a graveyard. At any rate he is a 
hunted man. He acknowledged that he 
had done the brethren harm for the sake 
of a few rupees. We found out later that 
he had been instigated by a Jacobite priest 
to make this trouble. There is some hope 
in this broken reed and shall we not pray 
for him? 


NEWS FROM OUR TELEGU FIELD 


A few weeks ago we received a letter 
from our dear Brother Sanyasi. (He is the 
one who has opened the Telegu field 200 
miles north of Madras.) Brother Abra- 
ham, a Bible School student, and two 
women are also working in this field now. 
He writes: “Here is some encouraging 
news for you. Our two ‘sisters, through 
prayer, cast a demon out of a Mohamme- 





dan woman. This came to the ears of the 
executive engineer, a Hindu, who called 
us and introduced us to an European of- 
ficer whose bungalow has been haunted 
by demons for the last few months. Day 
and night he could hear the demons danc- 
ing on the roof, dashing at the doors and 
at times calling the inmates of the house 
by name. This charm was done by a sor- 
cerer who lives near the bungalow. This 
European gave $150.00 to the same sor- 
cerer to rid the house of these demons, 
but after receiving the money nothing 
was done to free the house. Then we were 
invited to pray and after two weeks of 
prayer the house has been set free from 
demons. The inmates are very happy now, 
attend our meetings and are interested. 
Two of them are members of the Church 
of England and one is a Roman Catholic. 
The news of this spread and thus the 
Lord’s name was glorified, and a door was 
opened.” 

Lately Brother Sanyasi was very sick 
and he could not get up from his bed 
without assistance, but special prayer was 
made for him. A few days later in a sec- 
ond letter we were told that he was bet- 
ter and was returning to Travancore as 
the heat in the Telegu country is un- 
bearable. We expect to see him here with- 
in a few days. 


We also received a letter from Brother 
Abraham in the Telegu field, telling of 
the unbearable heat. He says that his body 
is covered with prickly heat and asked for 
prayer. We at once sent him money so he 
can come away for a rest. It is not ad- 
visable for them to work up north with- 
out a short time to recuperate. 

Brother Abraham has been much used 
in this Telegu field. Within six months he 
has learned the Telegu language, and is 
a bright and shining light in that field. 
This is another proof that the Bible School 
is a rich asset to the Church of God in 
India.

Be assured that 
this task is a labor of love and contains 
gleanings gathered as he travels over the 
country as an evangelist in the Church of 
God. There are many ways of approach- 
ing the. question of the Lord’s second re- 
turn to earth but all the ways and all the 
avenues of approach meet around the 
one central theme: His coming is at hand. 

An Associated Press article from Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., tells of a young man who, in 
offering a sacrifice to God, whacked off 
his left hand. “Shapiro rigged up the 
crude chopping block-in the basement of 
the sect’s Kingdom Hall yesterday, tried 
it out by lopping a finger off his right 
hand, then carried out the unwitnessed 
amputation.” Another member of the 
sect told how Shapiro, a former Jewish 
adherent, had begun studying the life of 
Christ in preparation for the “yearly 
feast in celebration of Jehovah’s name and 
to the sacrifice of the Lamb of God, 
Christ Jesus.” The world is saturated to- 
day with vain delusions and snares, and 
many things are perpetrated in the name 
of the Prince of peace. We are living in 
the shadow of the day when God will de- 
liberately allow men to believe delusions 
and be damned thereby BECAUSE 
THEY BELIEVED NOT THE 
TRUTH. 

The last month has witnessed two state 
governors calling out the National Guard 
to prevent the execution of court orders.

When they left for San Salvador we ac- 
companied them and stayed with them 
until a place was found for them to live.

I insisted on going to our yearly con- 
ference at Chuicaca so we went to Quiche 
from here and in company of the Pullin 
family and believers. We went on to Pa- 
tizite and there the Indian brothers met 
us, who were to carry our beds and food. 
They brought two small horses. The 
children walked and we older folks 
walked and mounted the horses in turn. 
We arrived in time for the first service 
on Wednesday night. The chapel was 
packed with workers and believers who 
had come from twenty-three towns in 
the work. As most of them walked, only 
a few coming on horseback, they were 
very tired so we had prayer and praise 
service and the blessing of the Lord came 
down upon our souls, 

\Thursday morning we were welcomed 
after song and prayer service, by Don Bal- 
tarzar Chacaj, pastor of the Chuicaca 
Church of God. We call Chuicaca the 
“powerhouse” so we all felt free to enjoy 
the good things of God during the con- 
ference. Brother Pullin of Quiche led the 
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song service and his daughter Dorothy 
Ruth played the organ. Don Arnup Val- 
dez, a native worker of Momostenango, 
gave a timely message. His theme was 
“Repentance,” Matt. 3:1, 2. A goodly 
number responded to the altar call. Some 
were saved and two who were seeking the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost were pros- 
trated on the floor of the chapel. We had 
a special song from the Y. P. E., Doroteo 
Aguilar in charge. The afternoon service 
on Thursday was blessed of the Lord also 
and many came to the altar for healing, 
salvation, sanctification, and the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. I was so sick that I 
was not present at the Thursday night 
service but the folks told me that the 
Lord worked in a marvelous way.
